Shield: Barry wavy azure and argent on a cross of the first 

a diminished cross argent. 

Crest: From a wreath argent and azure behind two war- 

heads saltirewise argent a demi-trident palewise or 
interlaced through the tines by a palm wreath re- 
versed vert tied gules. 

Motto: On a scroll or double azure the inscription 

“DREAD NOUGHT", in dark blue letters. Motto 
derived from traditional Royal Navy expression 
“Fear God and Dread Nought.” 

SYMBOLISM 

Shield: The dark blue cross refers to the Navy Cross 

awarded to Commander Renlz, the heroic Chap- 
lain of the heavy cruiser Houston, for his selfless 
bravery following the loss of that ship in the Battle 
of the Sunda Strait on I March 1942. The wavy 
blue and white bars symbolize water, the Navy’s 
element, and allude to the manner in which Com- 
mander Rcntz gave his life to save another. The 
silver cross denotes his service as a Chaplain. It 
forms the illusion of a strengthening bond epito- 
mizing Commander George S. Rcntz’s actions and 
service aboard the USS Houston while under en- 
emy attack. 

Crest: The trident, a traditional naval symbol, supports a 

palm wreath, reversed to indicate the posthumous 
nature of Commander Rentz’s award. The palms 
signify the eventual victory in the Pacific for which 
he gave his life. The warheads symbolize the attack 
that sunk the USS Houston as well as the strength 
and firepower of the new FFG 46 named in Com- 
mander Rentz’s honor. 

Motto: Dark blue and gold arc the colors traditionally 

used by the Navy and symbolize the sea and excel- 
lence.

The complete coal of arms in full color as in the blazon upon a 

white oval background enclosed by a dark blue border with an 

outer edge of gold rope inscribed “USS RENTZ” at top and 

“FFG 46” in base all in gold.

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Born on July 25, 1882 in Lebanon, Pennsylvania, George Snavely Reniz gradu- 
ated from Princeton Theological Seminary, was ordained by the Presbytery of 
Northumberland in 1909. and pastured churches in Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
for eight years. 

Following entry of the United States in World War I, he was appointed acting 
chaplain with the ran* of Lieutenant Junior Grade and assigned to the lllh 
regiment of marines in France until 1919. He attained the rank of commander in 
1924. Among his sea duty assignments, he served in USS Florida (BB-30), USS 
Augusta fCA-31]. In 1940, when the USS Houston |CA-30] relieved Augusta as 
flagship of the Asiatic Fleet, Commander Rentz transferred to the new arrival. It 
was aboard this cruiser he served so devotedly and enthusiastically, providing the 
ship's crew and officers with great hope and promise. 

During an allied attack on February 4. 1942, Houston was under severe air 
attack. Commander Rentz spurned cover and circulated among the crew of the 
anti-aircraft baiters, encouraging them. It was noted by an officer that crew 
members at the guns "... saw this man of God walking fearlessly among them, 
they no longer felt alone." In the Flores Sea, during this attack, Houston took a 
direct hit that disabled turret III and killed 48 men. Less than a month later 


Houston was in the Battle of Java Sea with the Australian light cruiser HM AS 
Perth. Both ships were outnumbered by a Japanese Troop Convoy but they 
persisted in an ensuing melee of fire, causing such confusion as to have a Japanese 
destroyer fire a spread of torpedoes that passed the allied cruisers and caused four 
Japanese troopships close inshore to sink. All in all, the involvement was no match 
for the wounded Perth and Houston; the Japanese attack on these two cruisers 
caused them to sink; but they went down fighting to the last second . . . 

It was during the abandonment of Houston that Commander Rentz entered the 
water and attained partial safety along with other crew members on a spare main 
float of one Houston’s lost planes. Aware of the extreme overcrowding and dan 
gerous overloading, he attempted to relinquish his space and his life-jacket to 
wounded survivors nearby, declaring . . . "You men are young, I have lived the 
major part of my life and I am willing to go.” After several attempts of leaving and 
being brought back by his shipmates, he uplifted them with prayers and songs 
until, ultimately, he succeeded in placing his life-jacket near a wounded sailor who 
did not have one and Commander Rentz courageously slipped away into the sea on 
the morning of March 1, 1942

Electronic Warfare 
Specialists (/EW) who provided electronic support measures. Sonar Technicians (ST) operate and maintain passive 
and active search for submarines. Torpedoman Mates (TM) maintain the ship's torpedo launchers and torpedos. Fire 
Control Gunner's Mates, are responsible for the employment of all gunnery and missile systems. Electronics Techni- 
cians (F.T) maintain and repair the electronic communications systems, navigational systems, radars, displays and test 
equipment. Data Systems Tech. (DS. repair and maintain computer systems, and displays. Interior Communications 
Electricians (1C) maintain and repair interior communications. Gyro compass and ship's alarm systems.

The ship control department is re- 
sponsible for safe navigation of the ship, 
external electronic and visual communi- 
cations, hull maintenance and preserva- 
tion, deck seamanship and helicopter op- 
erations. The department is composed of 
quartermasters who are responsible for 
safe navigation. Boatswain’s males who 
are responsible for the maintenance and 
preservation of the ship’s hull and super- 
structure, deck seamanship evolutions 
including anchoring, mooring replenish- 
ment at sea and conducting helicopter 
operations. Radiomen who operate var- 
ious electronic communications systems 
to ensure good external radio comms, as 
well as processing all hard copy message 
traffic, and signalmen who are responsi- 
ble for processing all visual message 
traffic sent or received via flags, flashing 
light or semaphore.

U.S.-managed tanker 
hit by Iran frigate’s fiio 


MANAMA, Bahrain (UPI) — An 
Iranian frigate fired on a U.S. -man- 
aged tanker laden with Kuwaiti 
crude in the Persian Gulf Friday, 
setting the ship ablaze, as Iraqi 
bombers raided Iran’s oil industry. 

An American warship, the frig- 
ate Rentz, was 20 miles away and 
rushed to offer aid, officials in 
Washington said. There were no in- 
juries in the attack from the frig- 
ate’s 4^-lnch guns, and the blaze 
was put out before the U.S. warship 
arrived. 

Waves of Iraqi warplanes 
bombed the southwestern Iranian 
province of Khuzestan, killing one 
civilian and wounding 13 and dam- 
aging an Industrial installation. Teh- 
ran Radio said. It said two children 
were among the wounded. 

An Iraqi war communique, in an 
apparent reference to the same at- 
tack, said warplanes bombed Iran’s 
main petrochemical complex at 
Bandar Khomeini in a destructive 
sweep that set the nearly completed 
Japanese-built facility on fire. 

The 103, 584-ton tanker Grand 
Wisdom, registered In Panama and 
managed by Teekay Shipping Co. 
Ltd., of Long Beach, Calif., came un- 
der the frigate's gunfire off the 
United Arab Emirates port of Dubai 


in the southern gulf shortly before 
dawn Friday. One 4V4-i»ch shell ig- 
nited a fire in the engine room and 
four others pierced the stern, ship- 
ping sources said. 

No injuries were reported, and 
the fire was extinguished within 20 
minutes, sparing the tanker’s load 
of crude oil from Kuwait 

In Washington, Pentagon offi- 
cials said the attack was launch. d 
by a warship of the Iranian atvy 
and not a gunboat manned by ire 
Iranian Revolutionary Guard. They 
said the Panar..a.iia~ Linker put in- 
to Dubai after the attack. 

No U.S. retaliation is planned, 
the officials sa:d, because the tank- 
er was not flying a U.S. flag and 
does not come under current policy 
of protecting only vessels flying the 
American flag 

The Pentagon also announced 
that the 16th convoy of a re-flag. jed 
Kuwaiti ship left early Friday morn- 
ing from Kuwait and steamed sou h- 
ward down the gulf escorted by tr.e 
U.S. frigate Thach.

U.S.-backed tanker 
attacked by Iranians

DUBAI. United Arab Emirates 
— An Iranian speedboat attacked 
a U.S.-operated Panamanian tank- 
er in the Persian Gulf on Friday, 
indicating that despite U.S. retalia- 
tory measures, Iran's willingness 
to attack U.S.-linked shipping in 
the area remains unchanged. 

The attack with rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades on the 103,584- 
ton Grand Wisdom off the United 
Arab Emirates port of Jebel All, 20 
miles west of Dubai, was Iran’s 
first against a foreign tanker in the 
gulf since one of its Silkworm mis- 
siles slammed into the U.S.- 
flagged Kuwaiti tanker Sea Isle 
City on Oct. 16. 

That Iranian attack prompted 
Washington to shell the Iranians’ 
Rostam offshore oil drilling plat- 
form, which U.S. intelligence offi- 
cials believe was used for radar 
surveillance of shipping on its way 
to Kuwait. 

Friday, ships passing in the vi- 
cinity said the Rostam rig was still 
burning, 17 days after four U.S. 
destroyers fired 1,000 shells into 
it. 

There were no casualties in 
Friday’s attack on the Grand IVis- 


dom, according to ship crew mem- 
bers interviewed by radio tele- 
phone. The crew members said, 
however, that their ship had been 
hit five times by rocket-propelled 
grenades, causing a fire in the 
ship’s engine room that took two 
hours to extinguish. 

The crippled tanker was shad- 
owed by the guided missile cruiser 
USS Rents as it made its way to 
anchor off Dubai on Friday, al- 
though there was no indication 
that the Rentz had been protecting 
the Grand Wisdom when it was 
attacked. 

The U.S. naval task force in the 
gulf was not expected to consider 
the attack as grounds for further 
retaliatory strikes against Iran. 
The navy’s rules of engagement 
limit them to defending U.S.- 
flagged vessels in the gulf, not 
U.S.-managed vessels flying for- 
eign flags. 

"An Iranian gunboat hit us with 
rocket-propelled grenade launch- 
ers this morning shortly after 
dawn,” said a ship's 'pd ; o operator 
when reached after t..: f’llly loaded 
oil tanker anchored off Dubai. 
"There was a fire onboard in the 
engine room, but we put it out.”
